CONTINUOUS SESSION.
From 10:;'.0 iast night thé Senate re¬

mained In continuous session. The most
iiitercsting feature of the session was its

receding from its amendment to the sun¬

dry civil bill providing for three exposi¬
tions, giving $3,000,000 to St. Louis, 5500,000
?«« Buffalo, and $¿0,000 to Charleston. S.
C. Without division the motion of Sena¬
tor Allison to recede was agreed to.

Then the Senate receded from the Char¬
leston amendment to the St. Louis expo¬
sition bill which had passed the House

passed the bill appropriating $5,000,000 for

6L Louis.

At the conclusion of the session of the

Fifty-sixth Congress Vice-President
Roosevelt iras sworn in and immediately
called the Semite of the Fifty-seventh
Congress to order. After the new sena¬
tors were sworn in. the Senate attended
the Presidential ceremonies.
Al 1:45 the Senate returned to its

chamber and adjourned immediately until
to-morrow.

In the House.
WASHINGTON, Marcii 4..The House

clcsed its -session at 31:1.3 to-day amid a

demonstration from its members follow¬
ing the delivery of an impressive vale¬
dictory by Speaker Henderson. For an
hour the body had been in the throes of
dissolution, with little business to per¬
form. The galieries were almost empty.
The House had been in session all night

with frequent recesses. The postollicu ap¬
pi opriaiion bill was filially passed shortly
after midnight, and soon afterward the
sundry civil bill was passed. This left but
one of the big supply measures.the river
and harbor.stiii unacted upon.
The resolution authorizing a sub-com¬

mittee of the insular affairs committee of
the House to visit Porto líico, Cuba and
the Philippines, to make a report on the
conditions existing in those islands, was

defeated. 139 to M.
Hope that an agreement on the river

and harbor bill might be reached kept
many members present until 7 A. M.,
when a recess was taken until half past
eight. After a half hour another recess

was taken until lö, when some routine
kills were passed and another recess

taken until 31 A. M. Then Messrs. Payne,
Grosvenor and Richardson were appoint¬
ed to wait upon the President and the
Senate and advise them that the House
was ready to adjourn.

CLOCK TURNED BACK.
Meantime the House cluck had b.-.t-n

'"turned back" to permit signing of bills.
Scon tiie committee reported the
l'r« sident had. no further message to con¬

vey.
Shortly before the closing hour, Mr.

Itichardson, of Tennessee, the minority
leader, presented resolutions testifying
the high' regard of the House for the able,
impartial and dignified manner in which
Speaker Henderson had administered the
duties of the presiding officer. Coming
from the minority, there was added sig¬
nificance in the tribute. The resolutions
were unanimously accepted by a rising
vote. Then the Speaker, in slow antl im¬

pressive tones, delivered his closing
w,ir«ls to the House, thanking the mem¬

bers for their co-operation during a busy
ar.d eventful Congress. He concluded at
11:43 and announced the sessions of the
House for the Fifty-sixth Congress ad¬

journed.

REUGÌ0N AND THE STATE.
A Word About Sunday Observance and Re*

Iigious Liberty.
A. paper discussing "Sunday Observ¬

ance and Religious Liberty," lately pre¬
pared and presented by a committee of
the Baptist Ministers' Contereiico oi
lîichmond and adopted unanimously by

I it, is of tt value and importance reaching
far beyond that particular religious com-
munion.
It seems that one of the chief officers

of a national society l'or the protection
of Sunday had made addresses in Rich¬
mond, in which he look the ground that
"wc aro a Christian nation" and that the
State, accordingly, has the right, and it
is its duty, to enact laws for the protec¬
tion of Christian institutions as such,
though not to discriminate between dif¬
ferent Christian sects. The paper pre¬
sented by the Baptist Committee for the
text of which we are indebted to the
Religious Herald of that town, combats
that view vigorously and successfully and
breathes a spirit of love of liberty and of
faith in democracy refreshing to an
American, more especially as it comes
from a denomination which is strict in its
observance of Sunday as an imperative
religious obligation.
Tho paper starts out by taking the

ground that "the State has no right to
legislate concerning Sunday as a holy
and religious «lay." hut must confine its
laws with regard to it to the purely sec¬
ular consideration that as a day of rest
the experience of mankind has shown
that it is desirable aud necessary. If it
is to be protected by the State as a re¬
ligious duty, as an institution of the
Christian religion, "why," asks the re¬

port, "limit legislation to the mere mat¬
ter of cessation from ordinary labor?"
"As a Christian institution, the duties of
worship and of active Christian work are
not less obligatory." Why, then, "en¬
force the Jewish idea of rest and ignore
the Christian ideas of religious work and
worship?" Moreover, the Jewish Sab¬
bath is on a different day from the Sun¬
day of the Christian.
Thereafter the paper proceeds to deal

with the assertion that "wo are a Chris¬
tian nation," by denying it squarely and
presenting historical evidences to prove
its case. As the committc«} says, "wo
are a Christian people, in the sense that
the great majority of our. people are eith¬
er actively or nominally sympathetic with
the Christian religion, but we are riot a

Christian nation in the sense that we
have a right to impose by law distinc¬
tively Christian duties on others." The
ethical principles of Christianity are in
our laws, "not because Christ taught
them," but because they are generally
accepted as '¦eternally and unchangeably
true." Most of the commandments of the
Decalogue are enforced by our laws, not
as a religious obligation, but as a moral
code universally recognized as essential
to the preservation of the social organ¬
ization. To go farther and pass laws on
the theory of a purely religious obliga¬
tion is practically to Introduce a unity
of Church and State which-Is subversive
of our republican system. If as "a Chris¬
tian nation" we should support one Chris¬
tian institution, why not another? (Why
"involto State support for the Christian
Sunday «vid not for Christian baptism? if

In 1785, as tho committee recites, James

Madison drew up and submitted to the

Virginia General Assembly his famous
"Memorial and Remonstrance" against the
"General Assessment Bill," which had
been introduced «for the purpose of carry¬

ing out the general theory of the Sunday
league of to-day of protecting Christianity
without discriminating as to sects. It
made simply "provision for the teachers
of the Christian religion" of all kinds; but
Madison's immortal '"Kemonstrance"
took tho sound ground that "in matters
of religion no man's right is abridged by
thc institution of civil society, and that

religion Is wholly exempt from its cogni¬
zance." Such a doctrine as that on which
the bill was founded, concluded Madison,
is an invasion of an inalienable bright
which imperils all other civil liberties

which have been won at a frightful cost

of blood and suffering. That was the end
of tiie proposed measure.
The "Act to Establish Religious Free¬

dom" drawn by Jefferson and passed by
the General Assembly, December 16, 17S5,
provided:
'.That no man shall bo compelled to fre¬

quent or support any religious worship,
place, or ministry whatsoever: nor shall
be enforced, restrained, molested, or

burthencd in his body or goods nor shall
otherwise suffer on account of his re¬

ligious opinions or belief; but that all

men shall be free to pro-less and by argu¬
ment to maintain their opinions in matters

of religion, and« that the same shall in no

wise diminish, enlarge, or äffest their civil

capacities;"
The First Amendment to the Constitu¬

tion of the United States, as proposed by
Madison, declares sympathetically that

"Congress shall make no law respecting
an establishment of religion, or prohibit¬
ing the free exercise thereof." This is a

principle vital to the republic and it can¬

not be invaded or evaded without estab¬
lishing or conniving at a union, of State
and church destructive or personal liberty.
The Richmond Baptists, themselves de¬

vout and rigid believers in the Christian

obligation· of a religious observance of

Sunday, deserve honor, therefore, for the

consistency of their views with the
foundation principle of our free republic.

REPENTANCE IS

Bishop Thompson, of Mississippi
Delivers First of Series of Lec¬

tures on the Church,
The Rt. Rev. Hugh Miller Thompson.

D. IX, Bishop of Mississippi, delivered
the first of ¡l series of live lectures on

"Doctrine and "Usages of the Church" be¬
fore a large audience at St. Paul's Church
last night.
The special subject last night was "Re¬

pentance." and at the outset Bishop
Thompson, in his review of the world's
history, showed that all events forme«!
a chain leading to the establishing of
the Kingdom of God over the world. The
preparations for this were among all na¬

tions, the heathen as well as among the
diesen people. Wherever light or truth
was found. Bishop Thompson declared it
was attributable t«> God. and In the full¬
ness of time Christ's kingdom was estab¬
lished. He discussed the mission of John
the Baptist and the dectrine of repent¬
ance which he practiced.
"There are two thincs that do not

change," declared Bishop Thompson. 'One
is God and the other is the human heart."
The word repentance, as is use«! in the
Xew Testament, is the Greek metanoea.
meaning a change of mind, exphained the

speaker, and repentance itself is an intel¬
lectual act. not an emotional one. "Sorrow
alone," declared the speaker, "is not re¬

pentance. In order to be truly repentant
the mind must umlergo a change."
The Greek language, said Bishop

Thompson, conveyed this Idea of repen¬
tance as could no other. "The Language
of the Romans." said the speaker, "had
no word for repentance, therefore, instead
of making it a subjective change, it was

an outward act. the doing of penance.
The language of tht- Romans had no word
for Saviour until Jerome introduced the
word Salvator, in hi3 translation of the
Greek, while the Greek always had."
Bishop Thompson developed the idea

that the Kingdom of God is in the world
to. make this place better for Creator and
created, but this' world was God's, not
Satan's. All men are God's children, and
though some may be prodigals, through
Christ the prodigal can gain the privilege
of sonship.
Said the lecturer: "If humanity lias on¬

ly this word and this life, their it is far
better to be the dog. the eagle of the air,
or the tiger in tho jungle. It is only-
through the promises of this Kingdom
that man Iinds his completeness aud his
end."
